REMARKS 

The Present Invention 

The present invention pertains to methods of treating cancer, methods of treating an 
immune-related disease, methods of preventing cancer, and pharmaceutical compositions. 

The Pending Claims 

Claims 1-5, 8-22, 25-57 are pending, of which claims 1-5, 8-13, and 39-47 are 
directed to methods of treating cancer, claims 14-17 are directed to methods of treating an 
immune-related disease, claims 18-22, 25-30, md 48-56 are directed to methods of 
preventing cancer, claims 31-38 and 57 are directed to pharmaceutical compositions. 

The Amendments to the Specification and Claims 

The specification has been amended to add the claim for priority. The claims have been 
amended to remove multiple dependencies. Specifically, claims 5, 11-13, 22, 28-30, and 35 
have been made singly dependent and claims 39-57 have been added. Also, the subject matter 
of claims 6 and 7 has been added into claim 5, and the subject matter of claims 23 and 24 has 
been added into claim 22. Accordingly, claims 6, 7, 23, and 24 have been cancelled. Claim 35 
has been fiorther amended to correctly depend on claim 31. No new matter has been added by 
way of these amendments.
